It 
should not be understood from this lust 
that thoro has over been any skimping In 
the war reliefs work—qulto the contrary— 
but, on the other'hand, there has been no 
reckless blowing In of its funds, no sense- 
less waste and no misapplication of the 
supplies provided. 


Mr». Ellen Hardin WttlwortU. 


While much of the association's later 


accomplishments have been due to the 
money contributions of Miss Helen Gould 
and the still moro valuable contributions 
of that young woman's time and practical 
knowledge of affairs, it IB to Mrs. Wul- 
worth more than to any other ono person 
that tho movements owes its success. This 
is the expressed opinion of Miss Helen 
Gould horiralf, and her loyalty to Mrs. 
Walworth at the time some of tho newspa- 
pers wore willing to stir up strife between 
them hns been very grateful to her. 


Mrs. Walworth is now three or four years 


past threescore. Sho is largo nnd rather 
imposing of person, an exceedingly effect- 
ive if somewhat deliberate publio speaker 
and a thoroughgoing devotee of whatever 
causa she may Bee fit to take up. Among 
her associates in the organization, which 
includes Mrs. Russell Sage, Mrs. S. V. 
White, wife of the celebrated Wall street 
"deacon;" Mrs. E. Ellery Andoreon, Mrs. 
Washington A. Roebllug, Mrs. Daniel La- 
ment, Mrs. John Jacob Astor, Mrs. Seth 
Low, Mrs. Mary Lowe Dickinson and 
maay others almost if not quito as promi- 
nent in the world, she is regarded with 
something akin to enthusiasm. 


Very soon after the association's organ- 


ization Mrs. Walworth decided that in or- 
der to help carry on its work she must 
have personal knowledge of camp and hos- 
pital Hfo, and accordingly went to Fort 
Monroe, whare she spent some weeks, to- 
gether with her youngest daughter, Miss 
Rcubona Hyde Walworth, giving practical 
aid and comfort to tho men who wero laid 
up for repairs. As soon as Camp Wikoff 
was established at Montauk she changed 
her locution to that great temporary home 
for fighting men, where she speedily 
earned the affectionate title of '•Mother ot 
the Camp." Throughout all her work sho 
has never once antagonized tho authorities 
or brought out a single impatient word 
from them regarding- the sometimes bit- 
terly debated question of allowing women 
in camp. 


An EKcredlnfflr Clever "Woman* 
As the Hardin in Mrs. Walworth's name 


would indicate, she comes of illustrious 
Kentucky stock. Shu was the beautiful 
fascinating Nellie Hardin of twoscore 
years ago. Her marriage Into tho family 
of Chancellor Walworth was an event of 
tho greatest interest) in social circles east, 
west, north and south. Tor years after 
marriage her life WAS a succession of high 
ly contrasted situations, which finally cul 
minuted early in the seventies in ono of 
tho most sensational incidents of the cen- 
tury. 


Thrown upon her own resources, Mrs. 


Walworth set bravely about tho task of 
rearing and educating her children, carry- 
Ing on a series of comprehensive historical 
studies in connection therewith. It thus 
fell out that her knowledge of Revolution 
ary nnnata soon came to be exceptionally 
comprehensive, and when the project for 
the Saratoga monument took form she 
was made the first woman member of the 
committee nnd remained tho only one. 
This led to her publication of a history of 
the battle of Saratoga from her pen, and 
it was followed by several other short his- 
torical works, all of which met with ex- 
ceptional success. Sho has also written 
considerable biographical matter, and as 
all her life she has been personally ao 
quatnted wlrti inost^of the currant nota- 
bilities sho has been "able to inject much ol 
exceptional Interest into tho work. Her 
lectures on parliamentary practice bavo 
long been considered standard, by the club- 
women of New York.

A. Er- 
nest Gallant, whoso husband, Dr. Gallant, 
has charge of "Gamp Wolwqrth," in East 
Fifteenth street, has been exceedingly use 
ful in many practical ways. 


"Camp Walworth," where soldiers are 


at liberty to remain for a day or two bo 
fore going homo after leaving tho service 
and where they may smoke, lounge and 
play cards to their hearts' content, Is lo- 
cated in the building the use of which was 
offered to tho Relief association by Sooth- 
Tucker of tho Salvation Array, It is one 
of the niofit interesting planes in all New 
York just now and IB likely to remain 
for Home days to come. Its establishment 
was due to Miss Gould, to whom It occur 
red that MOUJU consideration was duo to 
the halo and hearty,among the soldiers oi 
well us the stak and wounded. 


Aside from cooks in its various diet 


kitchens, Dr. Gallant and his three or 
four young men helpers »re almost the 
only Individuals, save women, whose serv 
Ices have been called upon by the Women*! 
National War Relief association.

With the turning 
of the palms of their hands the i.oueis 
could be thrown into a deadly conflict 
the like of which has ne\ er been wit- 
nessed. These two youns men not only 
;ule over two of the largest and most 
powerful countnes of Europe, but have 
the principal voice in the management 


the first mouthpieces" of the continent 
and 13 thought by many to hold the 
controlling power of the nations there. 


Fiance, Germany's most bitter enemy, 


is held in the hands of Nicholas, while 
Austria and Italy are subservient to th« 
\\ill of the "Demon Kaiser." as the em- 
peror of Germany is called by his sol- 
diers. The power of both these rulers 
has been felt by the other nations, al- 
though they have been rulers less than 
a, decade. Both are erratic, and In con- 


has made for himself many enemies at 
home and abroad, but it must be said 
that he hag strengthened the position of 
Germany by the alliances he has made 
with some of the othar powers. !*tke 
Napoleon, Emperor William 
believes 


that there should be but one ruler on 
earth, and he has conceit enough to 
Imagine that he is the man best fitted 
to run the affairs of the world. Others 
think differently, however, and Wil- 
liam's ambitions along these lines will 
never be reached. There is nothing he 
is not ready to do, and when he is not 
kept busy with affairs of state he is giv- 
ing instructions to the women of the 
court in the manner in which they 
should dress, or he is leading the impe- 
rial orchestra or opera. 
When these 


things grow tiresome, William finds em- 
ployment among his many troop-?, which 
he keeps in a constant state of excite- 
ment, for, as some of his officers say, on* 


year to Uuudieda of thousands of dol- 
lars. 


William Is a soldier. From his ear- 


liest boyhood he showed a fondness for 
the military, and, -while the foundation 
for the army as It stands today was 
laid by King William I, Bismarck and 
Von Moltke. much has been done by the 
present emperor. There is no time dur- 
ing the year that the men stationed in 
the barracks near Berlin do not expect 
a visit from the kaiser. With all their 
watchfulness he often contrives to sur- 
prise them, and on more than one occa- 
sion he has had the troops called out 
early in the morning, matched many 
miles and then put through maneuvers 
before breakfast. 


He never tires of the army and Is ol- 


waya on the alert for some plan to im- 
prove it. Owing to the surprises he has 
given the troops in many of the foitified 
towns of Germany he is not only look- 


education has done htm little good. Be. 
sides, there Js nothing In his personality 
that suggests cither the able ruler 01 
the flrm military officer, yet the man 
who is to control not only one of the 
largest and most powerful nations of 
Europe, but fine that has so much voice 
in the management of the affaiis of the 
continent as has Russia, should be both 
of these. 


Nicholas Is but 30 years old and has, 


been in power since 189G. As the tzuio- 
witz little or nothing was known of 
him, 
as he shunned notoriety and de- 


tested official life and the honiag* of 
courtiers lie is rather small of. statin e 
and physic-ally weak. 
He h<is been 


troubled with fits of epilppby, winch 
have caused him much uneasiness and 
given the crowned heads of Europe 
much concern. 
He inherits from his 


family a disoidered brain, and on sev- 
eral occasions it has been alleged that 
he was verging on insanity. This, how- 
ever, has been merely gossip of the 
court. 
H^ has kept within his own 


domain since coming to the throne and 
has little or. no- intercourse with the 
out bide world, so far as social functions 
are concerned. 
He once visited the 


president of the French republic and 
the emperor of Germany. 
President 


Faure returned the visit, and with the- 
exception of these there are no other 
special functions at which Nicholas was 
present. 


His coronation was the finest that 


was ever seen In Europe and was the 
cause of considerable comment In the 
other courts. The criticisms were not 
all of an agreeable kind. It is stated 
that at the feasts and ceremonies at- 
tending the coronation more than $40,- 
000,000 was spent, a great portion of 


most of his time with his family, which 
consists of the czarina and tvo small 
Ciand duchesses. 


He 19 feaid to be a man of little sta- 


bility ami can be PEtsily influenced. He 
is very sensitive as to his physical con- 
dition and thoi-cfoie participates In no 
bi(c-kil functions other than those he :s 
obliged lo attend. As has been stated, 
ho conies fioin a line of people who havs 
been allllcted with brain trouble. Anung 
liia nou'd uncebtois \\as "Mud King 
Paul," and it 
%\ as comparatively re- 


cently that one of his uncles, the Grand 
Duke Nicholas, died from some disease 
of the brain. 


The family of the kaiser has not been 


free trom the suspicion of insanity ei- 
ther, and Ins peculiarities are cited by 
his enemies in support of their conten- 
tion that he is of unsound mind. It has 
been concerted that the czar's brain is 
no better balanced than It should be. It 
is no wonder, then, that the crowned 
heads of the world regard with anxiety 
and concern these two men who control 
continental Europe and have a potential 
Influence in the affairs of the world. No 
one knows at what moment they may 
break from their present pacific policy 
and take some stand that will not only 
destroy the peace that now exists in 
Europe, but be the means of embroiling 
the whole woild in a conflict.

the cntlic diplomatic corps of the. con- 
tinent. William has been emperor but 
ten years, yet from the day he was 
placed on the throne he has kept the 
world at large puzzled as to his next 
move. No opportunity has escaped him 
to show his power and the trend of hia 
peculiar 
though 
concededly 
active 


mind. Not only haa he tried to rule Ger- 
many, but when the occasion has of- 
fered he hns undertaken to show som* 
of the older crowned heads how thf-y 
should conduct their governments. Ha 


can fcever tell when the emperor wll) 
visit the barracks and call the men out. 


No other'ruler in the world Is HO 


erratic as Emperor William. From the 
day he became the head of united Ger- 
many the daily press has chronicled his 
queer doings until now nothing affords 
a surprise. Court gossip is all about 
William and the ridiculous things he 
has done and those which he may at- 
tempt. It Is never necessary to wait 
long, for, whatever else may b.e said of 
him, it must be admitted that he Is a 
man of resources and is never at a loss 
for something with which to startle the 
world or amuse diplomatic and court 
circles. 


Of William's ambitions and peculiari- 


ties—and he has many of each—the prin 
cipal one seems to be to deplete the im- 
perial treasury as rapidly as possible. 
This has been one of his marked suc- 
cesses, and it is well known that he IB 
the most extravagant 
Hohenzollern 


that ever sat on the throne. He Is fond 
of display and Indulges this trait in no 
small degree. Anything that will startle 
the people or cause a sensation is sure 
to nnd favor with him, and this fond- 
ness for pomp and show has many 
times brought about strained relations 
between him and the official who has 
charge of his purse. His purchases of 
crowns and gold and silver plate reach 
enormous 
sums 
yearly, 
while 
the 


amount expended by him for paintings 
and statuary in the course of a twelve- 
month would be sufficient to run a 
small empire. He is a lover of art, and 
it is said that the beauty of Berlin, so 
far as the monuments and statuary 
that adorn the public squares are con- 
cerned, is in great measure due to him. 
It is also said that the collection of fine 
paintings In the royal gallery was got 
together through his efforts. 
William 


has himself painted several picture's 
that have elicited favorable comment 
from the connoisseurs of Europe. 
In 


fact, there is little of the art that beau- 
tiHes the larger cities of Germany in 
the securing of which he has not been 
instrumental. Not only has he spent 
large sums of money on paintings and 
statuary, but the opera and other forms 
of amusement have been liberally pat- 
ronized by him. He takes an interest 
in them, and It Is said that when he 
finds time hanging heavy on his hands 
—and this seldom happens—he spends It 
in getting up new ideas for the play 
house or innovations for tho rpc-cpUun 
at the palace. In fact, there is little 
that goes on in the empire that Wil- 
liam is not aware of, and usually he In 
the prime mover* In everything, from 
maneuvering the army and navy to 
(aptalnlng a fire company and'giving 
the members Instructions in the beat 
methods of fighting fires. 


He never stopfl to figure the cost of 


anything he wants to do. He Is an ex- 
pensive traveler and much unlike either 
his grandfather or his father, the late 
nmppror Frrflfflftr, In this rpnpfft. For 
his special pleasure on one occasion he 
had a train constructed that cost the 
government about $800,000. 
When he 


goes to pay a visit to one of the other 
crowned heads, he carries scores of serv- 
ants and hundrpdfi of trunks, besides 
other luggage. His presents to foreign 
potentates and the members of their 
courts are usually of the most expensive 
kind, while hla household expenses and 
those for the dinners and receptions 
given at the palace amount during a 


ed upon as a wonder, 'but has been nick- 
named by the men the "Demon Kaiser.1 
Although not physically perfect, Wil- 
liam possesses wonderful powers of en- 
durance and has often displayed It by 
witnessing the rnaneuv£F3 of troops in 
one part of the jjn^piie, in the mornjngr 
and being back in Berl^g to take, part in 
some reception the same night, while 
the following morning he would b 
ready to start on another Journey with 
out showing the slightest fatigue. 


The emperor's life of state and that of 


his home are entirely different; and the 
pomp and show loving jnqnarch Is a 
fond and loving husband and a devoted 
father. On the streets of Berlin or Pots- 
dam he does not hesitate to stop to 
speak to the lowliest of his subjects. 
He Is fond of ceremony and enjoys the 
flattery of his courtiers. When, howev- 
er, he enters the big gates of the palace, 
he seems to change and seeks the seclu- 
sion of his own suit, where he enjoys 
the company of the empress and the 
smaller members of his family, it is 
said that he spends at least two hours 
every day with the young princesses 
and princes, enjoying -with them their 
toys and sports. He has insisted upon 
the boys being Instructed in all sports 
that will develop them and make them 
what he Is not—a powerful and healthy 
man. 


To only a few friends Is the palace 


open at all times, and they must take 
chances on meeting the emperor, for he 
is seldom idle. In fact. It is said that the 
only time he is at rest is when he is 
asleep, and from the manner in which 
he has at times aroused the palace 
guards and caused all kinds of excite- 
ment it would seem that he seldom 
sleeps. 


He spends much of his leisure time 


among his horses, of which he is par- 
ticularly fond. His stud Is large and 
contains some of the finest horses to be 
found In Europe. 


While the German emperor 19 con- 


stantly talking of war and crushing 
nations under his foot his enemies de- 
clare that he Is a coward at heart. IB. 
deed they say that he has demonstrated 
that fact and that he made a decidedly 
bad impression on the people during 
the time of the cholera siege in Ham- 
burg. He had been asked to visit tho 
place, as it was supposed that his pres- 
ence there would afforfl somVTett' 
the plague * stricken cftyY^ HSW 
at fiist to go, biit later'BtartSB bn'thc 
trip. 
For some unknown reason he 


never got to the city, and it was said 
that he was afraid of contracting the 
dread disease. On several other occa- 
sions also, 'according: to his. detractors, 
he has sh'o\fh'thd'"whitG feather." 


Of-Nl&ffoms;ltr%?'-IluaslaIllHtJe can be 
said. He has been in'power only for a 
few years, and during that time he has 
done nothing of much account. 
The 


only things which have brought him be- 
fore the public were his alliance with 
France and the circular letter recently 
Jf'iiiorl to the other nation1* roquc^llng 
that the armament be reduced. Neither, 
however, hai? caused much comment 
among the diplomats, as Nicholas is 
looked upon aa a rather weakmin-led 
frson worthy of little consideration. 
Unlike William of Germany, he is of 


a retiring nature and la fond of neither 
military nor official Ufe. His training 
has been more In the line of the sci- 
ences rather than In the direction which 
would fit htm to govern a large and 
powerful country. His alight military

Whisky Smugglers. 


If there Is one thine that annoy* 


Captain Roble'y L>. KV.INS, now l*i com- 
mand of the battleship Io\\a, more than 
another, it is to hive h1.., men rome en 
boc.rtl the vessel Intoxii aled.

he Is Geneious to th? hirn under his 
command, rind he will not permit any 
one to impose upon Uit-m. 
To take 


liquor on board a shii of the service Is 
against the regulations of the navy, 
and Captain EVJIIIB is strict on that 
point. When a man violates this i emu- 
lation on any ve.sso! that is under com- 
mand of Captain Evans, he is punished 
for his offense by being put on short 
rations and confined to the ship's "brig" 
for several days. 
With the outsiders 


who take liquor on board it is different, 
and, while Evans cannot make the pun- 
ishment as severe as he would like, ha 
metes out such an he can. It is usually 
sufficiently unique, too, to keep theaa 
"pirates" from the vebsel thereafter. 


Several times while he was in com- 


mand of the battleship Indiana and 
while that vessel was bNng overhauled 
at the Brooklyn navy yard Evans had 
trouble with some of the membeis of his 
crew who had bought smuggled liquor. 
They were put in the brig, but refused 
to tell where they got the stuff. 


Evans deteimlned to put a stop to 


this business, and he issued orders that 
a close watch be kept for the culprits. 
It was not many days afterward that 
two of them were caught, and whe* 
the question of punishment came up 
Evans was equal to the occasion. He 
ordered the men lashed together, and, 
preceded by a drummer and a bugler, 
with a marine guard from the ship, 
they were walked around the yard to 
the tune of the "Rogues' March" and 
finally put out of the grounds, with a 
J 


warning never to return. They didn't 
bother the Indiana any more, and the 
captain was relieved. 


A few days before the ship was r«a<3y 


to leave Captain Evans was promenad- 
ing the quarter deck, enjoying his after 
dinner cigar. He was approached by the 
officer of the deck, who informed him 
that he had three prisoners who had 
been caught trying to sell liquor to the 
crew. Captain Evans' anger arose im- 
mediately, and he walked over to where 
the men were standing in charge of a 
corporal of marines. After giving them 
a severe lecture he ordered them to 
take their hats off and hold their heads 
together. The corporal had seized eight 
pint bottles of "whisky" (?). The men 
were next taken to the scuppers and 
made to bend over. The corks wera 
removed from the bottles and the con- 
tents poured over their heads. As tho 
liquor ran down their heads and soak- 
ed their clothes they struggled, gasped 
for breath and coughed. Captain Evans 
waited until the last drop had left the 
bottles and then ordered the culprits to 
stand up. They were a sorry looking 
lot.''How do you like that?" he asked. 
There was no response. He lectured ths 
men about smuggling liquor into the 
navy yard and told them what he would 
do if they should ever come on board 
his ship again. Then they were put out. 


When asked why he had poured the 


liquor over the men, Captain Evans 
eaid: "Those

A Balloon Railroad 


The most remarkable railway in the 


world has for its motive power not 
steam or electricity, but a balloon. 


Stranger still, the official stamp of 


approval has just been put upon this 
most marvelous railroad, which goes to 
and from the summit of Hochstauffen 
mountain, at Bad Reichenhall, the well 
known watering place in the Austrian 
Alps. 
The aerostatic railway, to give 


it its correct designation, owes its in- 
ception to the well known inventor, 
Herr Volderauer, who had long ago 
ronvinced the expeits that his schema 
was perfectly feasible and safe. A sin- 
gle rail guides the cars and keeps th« 
balloon, with its load, captive, the car» 
gripping the rail at the sides and un- 
derneath the flange. At about every 15 
feet the line is firmly anchored. In de- 
scending1 the mountain, of course, grav- • 
ity Is the propelling force, water bal- 
last being taken aboard at the upper 
end to counterbalance the buoyancy of 
the balloon. 
•> 


The cock on the water tank of th« 


rar can be opened by the operator at 
any time. The tank carries about 800 
pounds of water, and tank and car to- 
gether weigh about 600 pounds. Th» 
balloon is 67 feet In diameter and ex- 
erts a lifting capacity of something 
over 11,000 pounds. Weights also can 
be taken aboard and discharged at the 
various stations along the line. At the 
foot of the traok are the gas tank and 
t,enei .iloi. The Jsuiniiiil of the Huch- 
stau.Ton offers a sublimely beautiful 
view, but before the advent of the aero- 
static railway the climb was both long 
and tedious. It was only attempted by 
experienced mountaineers.
